NBWYOBK, Dec. 28.—The Mngineer- 
ing Nmi this week, will say: "Since 
January 1, 1888, the total amount of 
railway oonstruotian in the IJnited 
States has been 6,380 miles. 
This new 
track has been laid on 286 different 
lines, whidi were built by 190 different 
companies. 
The new railway construc- 
tion for the year in New England 
states amounted to 167 miles; in New 
York, 
New Jersey, 
Maryland 
and. 
Pennsylvania, 
1,667 miles; 
in 
Ohio, 
Michigan, 
Indiana, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, 836 miles; in 
Virginia, West Vii^iinia, Carolina, Geor- 
gia, 
Florida, 
117; in 
Alabama, 
Mississippi, 
Tennessee, 
Kentuc^ 
and 
Louisiana, 
945 
miles; 
in Missouri, Arkansas, Texas, Kansas, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Indian Ter- 
ritory, 1,504 miles; in Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Dakota, Wyoming and Mon- 
tana, 750 miles; in Washington Terri- 
tory, Idaho, O r ^ n , 
California and 
Utah, 937 miles; in Canada, 355 miles; 
in Mexico, 495 miles. 


Kansas still stands at the head of the 
states, with 523 miles, and followed by 
by California with 465; Georgia with 
319, Kentnciy with 351, Washington 
Territory with 309 and Alabama with 
304. Taken as a whole the south has 
shown more activity compared with the 
north than ever before. 


The twenty-six companies that built 
^,065 miles in 1887, or nearly seventy- 
two per cent, of the whole mileage, 
built only 2,518 miles this year or only 
thirty-nine per cent, of the whole. The 
current belief 
that the inter-state 
commerce law tends to force local roads 
to consolidate with great systems, is 
hardly corroborated by the large num- 
ber of local lines built in 1888. It seems 
indeed open to question whether the 
law, while it tends to force the consoli- 
dation of competing lines, does not 
handicap the great systems, which are 
so seriously affected by competition and 
leave almost untouched the small local 
roads, which in their limited fields are 
monarch of ^ they survey. 


The fact that no mileage has been 
built in Iowa during the past year is a 
significant one. 
The anti-railway law 
legislation which has been so fashion- 
able in a few states of the northwest 
and in which Iowa has taken the lead, 
has, of course, resulted in a sharp check 
to investments in new railway property 
in those states.

Shortly after Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwen- 
ger went to Europe the rumor was again 
sent out from Cincinnati and other 
points that his mission to Rome em- 
braced an appeal to the pope to curtail 
the influence of the German Catholic 
church in America. It went further 
and intimated that the American bishops 
had combined to stay the ascendancy of 
the German priesthood and pronibit the 
teaching of that language in the pa- 
rochial schools. 


The following is a translation of a 
card from the right reverend bishop in 
the Cincinnati Wahrheit$freund of this 
week, and it sets the false rumors at rest 
forever: 


FORT WATNE, Ind., 
Deo. 20tb. 1888. 
It was not until my return from 
rope that I received, on the steamer 
Britannic, from some unknown hand, 
the Volkifreund of November 15th. 
I 
have nothing to say about the item in 
the London Chronicle, except that it is a 
canard. 
What the alleged theologian 
told the reporter about my intentions, 
about the object of my journey to Rome, 
is aU false. I know of no anti-German 
mission to Rome. 
Nor was there any 
such nieeting held on the occasion of 
Father Sorin's golden jubilee, as this al- 
leged theologian chai-ges; neither was 
there any such petition circulated. The 
idea was not even mooted. 
There were 
no resolutions adopted at the Baltimore 
council agiunst the Germans, not even 
proposed, much less considered. The 
whole affair is a falsehood. 
Our Ger- 
man Catholics have no enemies more 
hurtful than such infamous Uars.

death. A white froth issued from her 
mouth, her face was livid, and her body 
drawn almost to a knot. 


Beside her was the child in peaceful 
sleep, dreaming not of its mother's fate 
until neighbors carried it away. 


Mr. Tremmell, instead of summon- 
ing medical aid, coolly hunted up Mar- 
shal Meyer and related his experience. 
Divining the trouble, the marshal has- 
tened to the room, but to find the woman 
cold in death. 


Thus is pictured one of the rare ac- 
complishments of the Fort Wayne police 
force, while burglaries, thefts and glar- 
ing violations of the law go on without 
hindrance. 


Poor Ellen Epps, who faced death 
rather than a jail sentence, for she had 
not a cent to pay a fine, will be recalled 
as the divorced wife of Nick Eeffer, a 
young fellow who lives at No. 323 Cal- 
houn street and does 
general work 
about town. The people were separated 
some three years ag^. 
The woman took 
their babe and cared for it as best she 
could. 
Her age was twenty-three years. 
About a year ago her mother, who had 
married a second time to Frank Mc- 
Dermot, was bumed to death 
Uie ex- 
plosion of a patent blacking they manu- 
factured and stored at their home, 
comer of Jefferson and Lafayette 
streets. 


After reviewing the remains Coroner 
Stellhom gave them into the charge of 
Mr. Keffer, who will give his former 
wife a decent burial. 


Maggie l^son, her companion, tells 
the tale of Mrs. Epps' 
death. "We 
were sitting in the room last night chat- 
ting, when the three men called. 
Ella 
was lying on the bed, for she had been 
ill all the week past. 
Presently the po- 
lice came, and you know the rest of the 
tale. 
Mrs. Epps, to return, was ad- 
dicted to the morphine habit. She pur- 
chased five cents worth of the drug in 
the evening, and took it. As I left the 
room she asked me for ten cents to buy 
morphine with, whispering at the time 
that she meant to kill herself. I thought 
nothing of the threat, and never be- 
lieved she would do such a thing, but 
she did, and that ends all."

L^ trork of which the Bnssians are justly 
proud. 
Yastanms of money are still 
spent yearly in keeping it in first-rate 
condition. 
What it autnally cost to 
)nake over a period of many years is a 
question like that put to the Emperor 
Nicholas with regard to the Isaac Cathe-" 
dral at St. Petersburg, bud which that 
frankly-spoken monarch answered by 
saying that only the Almighty and the 
architect could possibly tell. 
The first 
pwt of the road runs with a gradual as- 
cent through the gorge of 
Dariel, 
through which flows the River Terek. 
There are several excellent iron bridges 
over the latter in the course of the wind- 
ings of the road under the beetling 
brows of the craggy mountains on both 
sides of the defile. 
The scenery is 
grand, but stem and wild. Bare, stony 
cliffs and granite rocks, quite perpen- 
dicular in many places, and dull-brown 
mountain slopes, with scanty vegetation, 
inclose and overshadow the roadway and 
as far as Kazbek. Here the valley of 
the Terek begins to open out, and the 
road rises rapidly towards the pass over 
the Krestovaya Mountain, as it is called, 
at a height of 7,698 feet above the sea. 


North of the pass the road leads 
through Ossetia, or the country of the 
Ossetins, wlio have been considered by 
some philologists as having someaflSnity 
with the Germans. 
But the bewilder- 
ing babel of the languages in the Cau- 
casus, or "mountain of tongues," as it 
was anciently called, is stUl a baf9ing 
study for European professors. It was 
reckoned by Arabian writers that, with 
the dialects and divisions of the various 
distinct languages, they numbered some 
300 or more. Pliny speaks of 130 in- 
terpreters having been necessary to 
transact business with these numerous 
Unguistical groups at Dioscura, the 
present region of Abkhazia. 
Even at 
the present day a good number would 
be necessary to communicate properlj 
with the more isolated mountaineers 
away from the main thoroughfares, 
where Russian is not yet the common 
medium of intetcourse. — 
Lon-don 
Timéis.

In • dingy little shop on one of tht 
tipper floors of an old building in Ann 
street, New York, an old Frenchman 
works day aft« day making dice. 
He 
uses old ivory cane heads, umbrella 
handles, damaged bUIiard balls, and 
job lots of ivory that he buys for a s:;ng. 
He uses a fine saw which is oiierated by 
a treadle, a turning lathe, a buAing ur 
polishing machine, and a number of 
sharp chisels and drills. 
The French- 
man has been a turner and carver of 
ivory all his life. He cuts out the little 
squares of ivory deftly and accurately. 
Then placing the cube in the lathe, he 
bores the requisite number of holes, and 
inserts small ebony plugs in them to 
make the black spots. The surface is 
ground smooth, and is then polished 
•with punice stone. Several sizes of 
dice are made, but the smaller ones are 
most in demand. 
Sporting men prefer 
hand-made dice to those made by ma- 
chinery. They are more perfect in shape 
and ar<) evenly balanced. The machine- 
made variety are often imperfect, and 
have a tendency to throw one side up 
oftener than the other sides. It is an 
easy matter to bore into one of these 
spots and put in a plug of lead, causing 
the opposite number to appear nearly 
every time.

MUSTANG LINIMENT 


A 8HKAT MIZlTAXr ROAD. 


The Georgiau military road is a piec« 


of-work of which the Bussianu are justly 
proud. Vaat aonia of money are still 
spent yearly in keeping it in first-rate 
condition. 
What it autnally cost to 


make over * period of mmy years is a 
question like that put to the Emperor 
Nicholas with regard to the Isaac Catho-" 
dral at St. Petersburg, &tid which that 
frankly-spoken monarch auttweral by 
saving that only the Almighty and the 
architect could possibly toll. The first 
part of the road runs with a gradual as- 
cent through the gorge of Dariel, 
throiigh which flows the River Torek. 
There are several excellent iron bridges 
over the latter in the course of the wind- 
ings of the road under the beutling 
brows of the craggy monutuius on both 
ridea of the defile. 
The scenery is 


grand, but stem and wild. Bare, stony 
•liffs and granite rocks, (|nite perpen- 
dicular in many places, and dull-brown 


mtain nlo[>e», with scanty vegetation, 


inclose and overshadow the roadway and 
as far as Kazbek. Here the valley of 
the Terek begins to open out, and the 
road rises rapidly towards tho paw or«r 
the Krestovaya Mountain, as it is called, 
at. a height of 7,699 feet above the sea. 


North of the pass the road leads 


through Ossetia, or the country of the 
Owwtins, who have been considered by 
some philologists as having some affinity 
with the Germans. But the bewilder- 
ing babel of the languages in the Cau- 
casus, or "mountain of tongues," as it 


anciently called, is still a baffling 


ntndy for European professors. It was 
reckoned by Arabian writers that, with 
the dialects and divisions of the various 
distinct languages, they numbered nome 
300 or more. Pliny apeaks of 180 in- 
terpratvnt having been necessary to 
transact bnninew with these numerous 
lingouticitl groups at Dioaour*. the 
present region of Abkhazia.
